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SafeTrack Surge #14 Closes 
Greenbelt Station for a Month

Metro announced that it has 
altered its plan for the next 
SafeTrack surge at the northern 
end of the Green Line, including 
the Greenbelt station. Originally 
planned as a longer period of 
continuous single tracking, Metro 
will instead conduct Surge #14 as 
a shutdown to reduce the dura- 
tion of the project and mitigate 
the impact to customers else- 
where along the Green Line. 

Surge #14 will be conducted 
in two phases, with the overall 
surge running from Saturday, 
April 15 through Sunday, May 
14. 

During Phase 1, from April 15 
through April 29, the Greenbelt 
and College Park stations will 
be closed. Free shuttle buses 
will run between Greenbelt and 
Prince George’s Plaza with an 
intermediate stop at College Park. 
Green Line trains will run close 
to regular service elsewhere on 
the line, between Prince George’s 
Plaza and Branch Ave, every 6 to 
8 minutes during rush hours. Yel- 
low Rush+ trains will not operate 


during this time. 

During Phase 2, from April 
30 through May 14, only the 
Greenbelt station will be closed. 
Free shuttle buses will run be- 
tween Greenbelt and College 
Park. Green Line trains will run 
close to regular service between 
College Park and Branch Avenue 
every 6 to 8 minutes during rush 
hours. Yellow Rush+ trains will 
not operate. 

Riders who normally use the 
Greenbelt and College Park sta- 
tions may wish to consider using 
New Carrollton (Orange Line), 
Prince George’s Plaza (Green 
Line) or Forest Glen (Red Line) 
instead. For more information 
about alternate service options, 
visit wmata.com/safetrack. 

SafeTrack is Metro’s one-year 
program of aggressive main- 
tenance and reconstruction to 
replace worn rail ties, rail and 
other infrastructure required for 
safe and reliable train operations. 
The program will conclude in 
June.

State Compliance Board Finds Errors 
In City’s Handling of Open Meetings 


Judging by crowd size, the 
two hot topics of the March 27 
meeting of the Greenbelt City 
Council were the swearing in of 
four new police officers and the 
opinion from the Maryland Open 
Meetings Compliance Board re- 
garding the complaint submitted 
by Brian Almquist charging coun- 
cil with violating the provisions 
of the Maryland Open Meetings 
Act on 12 occasions. Two procla- 
mations were also presented. 

Open Meetings 

As required by the board, 
Mayor Emmett Jordan read a 
statement summarizing their find- 
ings. The board found that “this 
is not a case in which a public 
body concealed the occurrence of 
secret meetings from the public 
or simply disregarded the Act.” 
It found that meetings discuss- 
ing transitions of individual em-

ployees and the evaluation of 
an individual employee (March 
16, May 18 and May 25) and 
succession planning (March 9) 
were administrative in nature 
and not covered by the Act. It 
also found that the October 31 
meeting to interview applicants 
for city manager fell within the 
personnel exception of the Act 
and was a proper executive ses- 
sion topic. 

The board did find errors in 
the handling of the workses- 
sion regarding hiring of a search 
firm (March 23, June 14 and 21, 
July 6, 20 and 21 and August 
3). Council cited the person- 
nel matters exemption in clos- 
ing the meetings, but the board 
found they did not fall within 
the personnel matters exception 
nor were they administrative in 
nature. However, City Solicitor 


John Shay reported that the board 
stated that these meetings could 
be covered under the procurement 
section of the Act. 

The board also found some 
technical errors on the part of the 
city: notices of the eight meetings 
subject to the Act did not inform 
the public of its right to observe 
the vote to close the meeting and 
that it voted to close the meet- 
ing in advance, rather than at the 
meeting itself. In addition, on 
two post-session summaries, the 
city omitted the names of some 
of those present. The board noted 
that the city had corrected this 
omission before the complaint 
had been filed. 

The board did not address 
the allegation in the complaint 
that the public was improperly

Council Receives Food Truck Hub 
Request; Plus Many Petitions 


Could a food truck hub be 
coming to Greenbelt? At its 
March 27 regular meeting, the 
Greenbelt City Council agreed 
to support a proposed hub in 
Capital Office Park. Council also 
received another bushel basket 
full of petitions from citizens 
regarding topics such as the lo- 
cation of a possible second dog 
park, cell phone antennas and 
mortgage fraud. 

Food Trucks 

Prince George’s County has 
implemented a Food Truck Hub 
program to increase access to 
food options, encourage economic 
development and promote entre- 
preneurship. Both the hub and 
the food truck operators would 
have to obtain approval from the 
county, which is also charged 
with overseeing the program. 

Under current legislation, up 
to 12 hubs could operate in the 
county in locations that are either 
within a quarter-mile of a Metro 
or MARC station or park and 
recreation facilities operated by 
the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission. 
Currently hubs are operating in 
Watkins Park in Largo, the Town 
Center Market in Riverdale Park, 
on Baltimore Boulevard in Col- 
lege Park and near the University 
Research Park in Riverdale. The 
legislation does not place an up- 
per limit on the number of trucks 
at a location. 

Morning Calm Management, 
the new owner of Capital Of- 
fice Park, is seeking approval 
to create a food truck hub in an 
underused parking lot at 6404 
Ivy Lane and requested a letter

of support from council. They 
would install pavers over the as- 
phalt and envision a two to three 
truck hub initially. The concept 
plan shows tables with umbrellas 
and a larger tent that company 
officials said would be heated or 
air-conditioned depending on the 
weather. 

William M. Shipp of 
O’Malley, Miles, Nylen and 
Gilmore, representing Morning 
Calm, stated that despite the 
hours of operation on the appli- 
cation (7 a.m. to 6 p.m.) the hub 
would initially be open for lunch 
from 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. The 
longer hours allow adequate time 
to set up and close down the 
hub. He noted that the county 
law permits hubs to operate until 
9 p.m. The law does not allow 
the trucks to remain overnight. 
While he did not yet know how 


the company would choose the 
trucks to host, they must select 
from a county approved list. 

The city has received three 
letters regarding this proposal. 
Two were supportive: The Boz- 
zuto Group, located in Capital 
Office Park, said that the hub 
would assist them in achieving 
their goal of creating community; 
while the Prince George’s County 
Economic Development Corpora- 
tion viewed the hub as allowing 
Capital Office Park to better serve 
its tenants and providing innova- 
tive resources to help Morning 
Calm attract new tenants. 

The final letter, from Quan- 
tum Companies representing the 
owner of Beltway Plaza Mall 
and its merchants association, 
opposed the food truck hub. Marc

How Greenbelters Talk 
Online These Days

Back in 2014 I wrote a blog 
post about “How Greenbelters 
Talk Online” and boy, is it ever 
out of date! So here’s the latest 
on how we communicate among 
ourselves online currently. 

The Move to Facebook 

The big change is how quickly 
people are abandoning email 
groups and joining Facebook 
groups instead. Here’s a survey 
of the 55 Facebook groups to 
be found among our residents 
by simply putting “greenbelt” in 
Facebook’s search box. 

“Greenbelters” is the largest 
group in town with 3,467 mem- 
bers currently, having tripled 
in size since 2014. It’s lively 
and informative and surprisingly 
civilized, with excellent modera- 
tion by Julie Winters and James 
Riordon. They keep the posts on- 
topic and the spammers out — or 
remove them as soon as they’ve 
revealed their spammy intentions. 
I recommend a trick used by 
many of us who prefer not to see 
political arguments there — simply 
“block” the people who regularly 
Start arguments. 

The next largest group is “Old 
Greenbelt Days,” a public (open 
to anyone) group of 1,529. 

“Greenbelt Neighbors” with 
692 members and “Greenbelt 
Community” with 401 members 
are both closed groups that, as I 
understand it, were started back 
when the original “Greenbelters 
group” was less moderated. 

The “Unofficial GHI Group of 
Greenbelt,” with 585 members, 
has a narrow focus and a strict 
moderator (yours truly) keeping 
the conversation on one of these 
topics: GHI homes and yards, 
and GHI itself. Topics include the 
HIP program, mini-splits, room 
colors and more and there are al- 
bums of home and garden photos 
to inspire us all. 

“Gardening in Greenbelt 
Maryland” is a closed group with 
118 members and “Greenbelt 
Biota” a public group of 202. 

But that’s just a start. There 
are Greenbelt Facebook groups 
for: Homeschoolers, Indivisible, 
Concerned Women, Youth Base- 
ball, Timebank, Pottery Group, 
Friends of the Animal Shelter, 
Yarn Circle, Greenbelt’s Great 
and it Rocks, New Deal Cafe, 
Runners, Arts Center, Friends 
who like the Arts Center, On- 
line Yard Sale, Pride, Tennis, 
Green Man, Middle Eastern 
Rhythms, Triathalon, Lakeside 
Drive, Greenbelt Station, Parkway 
Apartments, Babysitting Club, 
Food Share, Makerspace, Re-Use 
Coop, Writers Group, Things I 
Remember Growing up in Green- 
belt, Community Garden Club, 
Doggie Playdates, Pagans, Single 
Parents, Greenbelt High 1951, the 


Co-op and Supermarket, Elemen- 
tary School, Boys and Girls Club, 
and for maximum political posts 
— Greenbelts Protesting Trump. 
Why is Facebook so Popular? 

Unlike email-based commu- 
nications, Facebook allows for 
images, videos, and easily search- 
able prior discussions. It helps 
keep things civil that almost 
all participants are identified by 
name (a few might have created 
an account with a pseudonym, for 
privacy). Plus, so many of us are 
on Facebook already, following 
friends and family. 

Leery of Facebook? 

If you’re a Facebook hold- 
out because you don’t want that 
behemoth knowing everything 
about you, there’s a solution. 
Simply create an account with 
just your name (or even a pseud- 
onym), then join the groups you 
want to participate in. If they’re 
closed groups, as most Greenbelt 
groups are, only other group 
members can see your posts and 
comments. Search results won’t 
display them, and people visiting 
your Facebook page will only 
see your name and the names of 
groups you’re a member of. 

It’s only when you comment 
in a public group or on the pages 
of people you’ve friended that 
your comments will be publicly 
displayed. 

Yahoo Groups No More? 

Until recently there was a 
large, active Yahoo group in town 
called “Greenbelters,” but it re- 
cently disbanded. For people who 
prefer email there’s still some 
activity on the “Greenbelt Com- 
munity” Yahoo group among 
its 339 members. That may not 
last, though — Yahoo groups are 
rumored to be on the way out. 
Since Yahoo was bought by Ve- 
rizon, people are looking for 
alternatives.

Under the tax law, legal holi- 
days in the District of Colum- 
bia affect the filing deadline 
across the nation according to 
the IRS website.

Correction 

In last week’s Greenbelt 
History in Photos, # 16, “Con- 
struction Begins,” an explana- 
tion was put forth for construc- 
tion work beginning at the 
D block because an existing 
road was adjacent to it. How- 
ever, further examination of 
Library of Congress photos of 
Greenbelt’s construction clearly 
show no crossover connection 
between this road and the con- 
struction site, although the road 
was very close to the construc- 
tion and future Ridge Road. 
Also, photos indicate that ac- 
cess for construction equipment 
was most probably made from 
an extension of the new road 
built to serve lake construc- 
tion, with much of that access 
road becoming Crescent Road. 
That leaves open the question 
as to why D block was chosen 
for first construction, although 
E block, between Hillside and 
Eastway, was closer to the 
new road that would become 
Crescent. 

In the text, the reference to 
construction of the first homes 
Should have read “35 Court 
Ridge, A to G.”

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Howard S. Chasanow 


Former Maryland Court of Ap- 
peals Judge Howard S. Chasanow 
died Sunday, April 2, 2017, fol- 
lowing an automobile accident. 
He would have celebrated his 
80th birthday Monday. 

Court of Appeals Chief Judge 
Mary Ellen Barbera began Mon- 
day’s high-court session by an- 
nouncing Judge Chasanow’s death 
with “deep sadness.” She called 
his death “a great loss to Mary- 
land and the Maryland legal pro- 
fession.” 

“He was a great attorney,” 
Barbera said. “He was a stellar 
member of this court.” 

Judge Chasanow served on the 
Court of Appeals from January 
1990 to August 1999. Prior to 
his elevation to the high court, 
he was a Prince George’s County 
Circuit Court judge for 13 years 
and a district court judge for six 
years before that. 

Retired Court of Appeals 
Judge Alan M. Wilner called 
Judge Chasanow, with whom he 
served on the high court for three 
years, a “highly intelligent” jurist. 

“He had a very fertile mind 
and was a good writer and a 
credit to the judiciary,” Wilner 
said. 

Attorney Timothy F. Maloney 
said he had known Judge Cha- 
sanow since serving as the then- 
circuit court judge’s law clerk in 
1985. 

Judge Chasanow was “a giant 
in the law in Maryland” and “a 
great friend and mentor to anyone 
who asked for his help,” said 
Maloney, of Joseph, Greenwald & 
Laake P.A. in Greenbelt. 

Maloney added he will also 
remember Judge Chasanow for 
the career and reputation he built

as a mediator after leaving the 
ench. 

Judge Chasanow “invented” 
modern Maryland mediation and 
spawned a “cottage industry” of 
retired judges serving as private 
mediators, Maloney said. 

“T think he revolutionized me- 
diation as a truly integral part of 
the Maryland judiciary system, 
especially the highly-complicated 
cases,’ Maloney added. “Howard 
shuttled the cases (through media- 
tion) that no one else could.” 

Judge Chasanow was affiliated 
with JAMS, an Irvine, Calif.- 
based provider of alternative-dis- 
pute-resolution neutrals, including 
mediators. 

Judge Chasanow [who grew 
up in Greenbelt] received his 
law degree from the University 
of Maryland School of Law in 
1961 and a master of laws from 
Harvard Law School in 1962. He 
served as assistant and deputy 
Prince George’s County state’s at- 
torney from 1963 to 1969 before 
joining the bench. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Deborah K. Chasanow, a 
senior U.S. District Court judge 
in Greenbelt; a daughter, Andrea 
Gentle of London, England; two 
grandchildren and three sisters, 


former Washington Post food 
critic Phyllis Richman of Wash- 
ington, D.C., Myrna Chasanow 
of Cheverly and Ruth Heitin of 
Alexandria. 

Funeral services took place 
at 12:30 p.m. Wednesday at the 
Mishkan Torah synagogue in 
Greenbelt.

“Kap” Kapastin, general counsel 
for Quantum, spoke at the meet- 
ing, calling the food trucks un- 
fair competition to “rent and tax 
paying restaurants leasing space 
in commercial buildings.” He 
included a long list of Greenbelt 
restaurants as potentially being 
harmed by this proposal. Kapas- 
tin called upon Morning Calm to 
build out true, quality restaurants 
instead of pushing for a food 
truck hub. 

Councilmember Konrad Her- 
ling expressed concern as to the 
impact of the food truck hub 
on restaurants in Beltway Plaza. 
However, Councilmember Judith 
Davis noted that restaurants die 
even without other restaurants 
nearby. Mayor Emmett Jordan 
doubted that the food trucks 
would take away from quality 
restaurants at Beltway Plaza. 

In the end, Davis’s motion to 
support the hub without the pro- 
posed tent passed unanimously. 

Petitions 

Council received a number of 
petitions from residents, which 
were accepted but in accordance 
with its standing rules not acted 
upon at this meeting. 

Brian Almquist asked council 
to oppose locating a dog park 
on Parcel 7, which includes the 
Boxwood Preserve. He said the 
park would be placed in an open 
play area and would be only 50 
feet from the nearest home. He 
ran down a list of city criteria for 
a dog park that the site did not 
meet and noted that the dog park 
proposal calls for removing the 
basketball court, which he said 
gets regular use. 

Theodora Scarato called upon 
council to work to oppose federal 
legislation that would remove the 
ability of local governments to 
regulate the installation of micro 
cell towers, needed for 5G ser- 
vice and the “Internet of Things.” 
She said the installation of such 
towers needs an environmental 
assessment and cited scientists 
who have identified potential im- 
pacts on human bodies that need 
to be researched. Jordan assured 
Scarato that council 1s already 
aware of this legislation and very 
concerned about how it would 
bypass municipal authority. 

Edith Beauchamp called 
upon council to pay attention 
to fraudulent foreclosures. She 
referred them to the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation’s website 
that has information on “Steal- 
ing Homes.” This is a form of 
identity theft where a fraudulent 
transfer of property form is ap- 
proved without the knowledge of 
the true owners. In other cases, 
the scammers may cut the locks 
off a house and install squatters. 
Beauchamp did not seek anything 
specific, just wanted to raise 
awareness. She said that local, 
county and state officials must 
act together to combat this fraud. 

Colin Byrd asked council to 
call upon the Trump administra- 
tion to acknowledge that climate 
change is not a hoax and to com- 
mit to support the environment. 
He also asked the city to provide 
information on how much the 
city pays on conference atten- 
dance, hotel stays and similar 
costs. 

Bob Snyder expressed con- 
cern that many city boards and 
committees do not have current 
minutes of many of the meetings 
advertised in this paper. City 
Clerk Cindy Murray reported 
that whenever a committee does 
not have a quorum there is no 


meeting and thus no minutes. 
She said that this happened a lot 
in 2016. Another explanation, 
raised by Davis, is that not all 
boards meet regularly. For ex- 
ample, the Community Relations 
Advisory Board did not meet at 
all in 2014. 

Rick Gordon of Franklin Park 
informed council of efforts by 
Recreation Coordinator Brian 
Butler and himself to encourage 
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Ivy Lane in Boxwood Village.

On Monday, March 27, three 
staff from Greenbelt Public 
Works hosted a group of almost 
30 informal climate change edu- 
cators from across Maryland and 
Delaware at the Greenbelt Com- 
munity Center. 

The Maryland and Delaware 
Climate Change Education, As- 
sessment and Research (MADE 
CLEAR) partnership brings to- 
gether a group of experts in the 
fields of climate science and 
education. The Informal Climate 
Change Educators (ICCE) com- 
munity, a part of MADE CLEAR, 
is a group of informal educators 
from a diverse set of organiza- 
tions including municipalities like 
Greenbelt, natural resources de- 
partments, aquariums, zoos, mari- 
time museums and county parks. 
Coming from as far as Delaware, 
Frostburg and Assateague, the 
ICCE community gathered for a 
day of learning and discussion on 
climate change. 

The theme for this meeting 
was sense of place. Members 
learned and discussed how peo- 
ple’s attachment to a place affects 
their local environmental beliefs 
and global climate-related actions.

Arbor Day 

Jordan presented Brian 
Townsend, the city’s arborist, 
with a proclamation declaring 
Saturday, April 8 to be Arbor 
Day and urges residents to sup- 
port efforts to protect the city’s 
trees. Townsend reported on April 
8 from 10 a.m. to noon, the city 
will hold a tree planting event 
and is seeking citizens to help 
plant 31 trees near the play- 
ground in an area where Pepco 
cleared out a lot of trees. The 
replacement trees all have some 
form of edible fruit or buds and 
are types that are suitable for 
planting under power lines. Par- 
ticipants should dress to get dirty. 

The city will also be planting 
holly trees to screen the recycling 
area and Public Works building. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts complained that the trees 
that were removed were planted 
by citizens 10 years ago and that 
the city should not have allowed 
Pepco to remove them. How- 
ever, Townsend said that those 
trees were mostly oaks, which 
grow too tall to be planted under 
power lines. The remaining trees 
that were removed were mostly 
invasive species, he said.

Council Talks Money, Money, 
Money at March 27 Meeting 


City Manager Nicole Ard pre- 
sented her first budget to the 
Greenbelt City Council at its 
March 27 meeting. In addition, 
council modified the financial 
disclosure requirements for cer- 
tain city staff and extended the 
contract for the city’s auditor. 

Budget 

Ard presented an overview of 
her proposed Fiscal Year 2018 
budget to council, which will 
begin a series of worksessions 
to review the budget department 
by department starting with the 
budget overview and revenues 
worksession on April 3. 

The budget proposes expen- 
ditures of $28.4 million, a 4.3 
percent increase over the current 
fiscal year. No change 1s pro- 
posed for either property taxes or 
waste collection/recycling fees. 
Ard is proposing to add one half- 
time public information specialist 
position to support community 
outreach and marketing but oth- 
erwise leave staffing unchanged. 

If council approves her pro- 
posal, city workers would re- 
ceive a two percent cost of living 
adjustment and be eligible for 
merit increases for just the third 
time since Fiscal Year 2010. 
Nonclassified employees will 
see their compensation increase 
due to increases in the minimum 
wage laws at an anticipated cost 
of $97,000. Health insurance 
costs are projected to increase by 
$90,000, or roughly 4 percent. 
One unknown is the outcome of 
collective bargaining talks be- 
tween the city and the Fraternal 
Order of Police, which could 
result in increased personnel ex- 
penditures. 

The budget will again fund 
recruitment of a senior employee, 
this time the police chief. Former 
City Manager Michael McLaugh- 
lin delayed filling this position so 
that his replacement could select 
the new chief. 

The budget will now be dis- 
cussed in great detail in a series 
of six public worksessions, with 
most meetings covering more 
than one budget category. There 
will be public hearings on the 
budget as part of the April 24 
and May 22 regular council meet- 
ings. The final budget workses- 
sion, where council modifies the 
city manager’s budget to become 
their own, will be held on May 
15. The budget will be adopted at

council’s June 5 meeting. 

For the first time, two of the 
worksessions will be held outside 
the city’s core: the Miscellaneous 
and Public Safety budgets will 
be discussed April 5 starting at 
7:30 p.m. in the Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center and the Public 
Works/Capital Projects budgets 
will be discussed on April 19 
starting at 8 p.m. at the Green- 
briar Community Building. 

For details of which bud- 
get will be discussed when and 
where, see the city’s website, 
greenbeltmd. gov. 

Financial Reporting 

On a 5 to 2 vote with Coun- 
cilmember Rodney Roberts and 
Mayor Emmett Jordan opposed, 
council gave final approval to an 
ordinance modifying the finan- 
cial reporting requirements for 
the assistant city manager, city 
clerk, assistant directors of city 
departments and police captains. 
These officials no longer have 
to report their home addresses; 
instead, they merely need to state 
whether they rent or own their 
residence. Attorney Karen Ruff 
clarified that this change relates 
only to their primary residence. 
If these employees own other 
property they must still report the 


address(es). In addition, the ordi- 
nance removes the requirement 
for these officials to report any 
family members employed by the 
city. The reporting requirements 
for elected officials, city manager 
and all directors of city depart- 
ments, including the police chief, 
remain unchanged. 
Audit 

On a 6 to 1 vote with Rob- 
erts opposed, council agreed to 
extend the city’s current contract 
with Cohn Reznick, LLC for two 
more years. Currently, the city 
has a policy of hiring auditors 
on a one-year contract with two 
optional years. City Treasurer Jef- 
frey Williams asked council for 
direction as to how to proceed. 
Cohn Reznick has completed the 
full three years of their contract. 
Williams said that any auditing 
firm is on a learning curve the 
first two years and only has the 
knowledge for a full review of 
city policies and procedures by 
the third year of their work with 
the city. Roberts moved that the 
city go to bid for a new auditor 
but that motion died for lack of a 
second. Councilmember Edward 
Putens then moved that the city 
contract with Cohn Reznick be 
extended for two more years.
